Chicago theatrical people during the 
last few weeks was again in evidence 
at a lire in the Grand Palace 
hotel, 


Indiana and Clark streets, early today 
nearly 
200 members 
of 
theatrical 


troupes being driven into the streets 
by the flames. 
It. was with difficulty 


that a panic was averted 
and 
the 


frightened 
men and women assisted 


from the structure. The flrc

from crossed electrical wires and was 
carried quickly up the elevator shaft, 
by a draught to the lop floor.
